It was the most comfortable and well-
fnriiished wo had jet. found, being ceiled The
furniture was of mahogany, and, although ancient in
style, with its peculiar carving, indicated thit it
once was of the host ai.d most fashionable; it con¬
sisted ol a sideboard, bureau, table, stand, and two
chairs; a few ancient oil paintings of saints, or some-
bod> else, were hanging upon tho walls, mid conspi¬
cuous among them a small wooden cross. In an

adjoining large room, in the ccntre thereof, stood a
billiard table; numerous colored lithographs of the
battle scenes of Napoleon. &c.. &o., wore hanging
iipon the walls, w ith tho usual billiard machinery
After tea, a number of mt-u and womon came in to
ha\eapeepol Mrs A , and, as wo could converse
but little in Spanish, an interpreter was sent for, who
soon came. Ho was a colored man, named Phillip,
of iioston, and had lived in the country fourteen
yiars; had a family, and resided iu the suburbs of
the town.

Having deeided to visit the village the following

f"y, I engaged Phillip lor our guide After being
treat, d to some Spanish music by three gentlemen
U1 ol> ° guitar, flute, and with singing, it being late
at night, and feeling fatigued, we rctir d. Tho fol¬
lowing morning, at five o'clock. Phillip being en
hand we were again in tho saddle, and aecoin-

I iu icd by the hostess of the house (a very pleasant
middle-aged, fleshy Senorit a, who was goiug to the
town of liiik'o, two leagues distant), wo crossed the
bridge, and were galloping briskly forward. This
Scnorita was a female speculator She owned two
buildings in Zouzonate. uud the ouo at tho port kept

l'10 "darkey. ' Sho was going to the town to

purchase corn, pigs. &c , to take to Acauitta.
Mi eting a native driving two jtigs tied with a rope
round a hind leg, she stopped him, made a purchase,
sent them onward, and again we galloped oil'. The
loud yuts through tho woods, narrow, uud much
worn by pack mules. Two miles from Zonzonate wo
came to tho village of Sonsecate. a native village of
thaic-bed huts scattered among tho trees, with a

very small adobe church on the ride of tho road;
after passing which there very few huts, and all
seined in nature's stato. We mot and passed a

la'ge number of natives, male and female, on their
way to Zonzinate, with various articles to sell in
ttie market place; such as hog's lard in small cala¬
bashes, starch in small cakes, &j , & c , with vari¬
ous kinds of curious "fixings" i:i the oitiug line,
which 1 could not save. These were conveyed in
wooden troughs carried by the women upon their
bonds, while the men had a load of fruit nud vege¬

n« Phillip fed the *»j without remarks, wo silentlyfollowed.

Alter about two hour* perseverance, twisting,turning, bowing, and dodging among branches, to
save our eyes and brains from being knocked out,
at last we came to an opening without a bush,
whore cattle were feeding, and at our left, in full
view, stood tho dark, barren and dosolato lookingvolcano of Italco. Looking back, an immonse
wooded plain extended to the sea shore, and beyond
were the waters of the boundless Pacific Not beingsaticfled in viowing tho volcano from that place, I
at once determined to approach, and if possiblo to
ascend it. Accordingly we entered a picce of wood¬
land, about a miloin width.an almost impenetrable
thicket, without a path We woro obliged to dis-

i mount, cut away tno vines hanging around likei rope*, and after an hour's seige, wo came suddenly to
a barrier of fallen trees, against which rose a wall of

lava five feet in height, which in rolling down hud
found its way thus far into the woods, carry¬
ing with irresistible force all bofore it. We

< tied our horses, and ascended tho barrier of lava,
when a sceno of magniftconce, grandeur, and
desolation presented itself to our viow. The
volcano was now in full view, bolching forth at
intervals of about five minutes, with a roar of thun¬
der, a huge column of black smoke aad a mass of
stones and ashes, which foil upon its sides, and came
rolling down tho mountain. An immense bed of
lava lay in irregular rolls like waves of the sea, with
deep chasms yawning between, and extending its
desolation far into tho valley; and for miles in ex¬
tent, a tremendous mass of burnt stone was hanging
upon tho side of the mountain, that seemed to be
detached, and with threatening aspect; and upon all
sides the ontire mass of lava seemed about to roll
down, as it shook and tumbled at each eruption. The
volcano rises from near the foot ot a mouutaio te a

height of over 3,000 feet. It is said to have com-
intnccd forming, and continued in constantaction, for
upward.3 of sixty years. It being the first active volca¬
no 1 had visited, and as I was now standingon the
lava upon its side, although in a state of eruption, anddangerous. I could not resist tho inclination of at¬
tempt.ng its asoent; and, accordingly, with Mrs. A,
commenced the undertaking. The lava was sharp
and rough; much of it small, looso and porous like
sponge, with a succession of ridgos and deep chasms.
It cut the shoes of Mrs. A. so much, and being
fatigued, she was obliged to stop in tho shade of a
mass of lava, but had suecccdod in asccnding halt
way. 1 continued tho asecnt, and I arrived at the
summit. The lava was an immense mass, forming

a cragged wall around the mountain. Above this,
it was composed of looso ashes and sand ; aud the
remaining distance to tlio top could not have ex¬
ceeded 100 feet Seating myself to view tho seenc
of desolation, I was obliged to keep an eye upon
eueh eruption. The heat was oppressive; I sought
refuge behcath the shade, in a chasm, but uponnrrivul at tho bottom, felt the heat penetrating
through tho soles of my boots. Placing my hand in a
crevice upon a pieco of lava, it burnt iny fingers; 1
quickly withdrew my hand, and considering that
place to warm for me, retreated. At each eruption
the whole mass upon the poak appenrod rod with
heat; the forcc was so great, with tho violent tremb¬
ling of the mountain, tjjat I wns fearful the whole
uiass might be precipitatod upon me.
While resting preparatory to my descent, and

musing upon the scene of beauty stretched out in
tho green plain, with its towns interspersed, and the
ocean beyond.or upon the awfully grand and wido
spread scene of desolation before and around mo
there seemed to bo an unusual rumbling and shak¬
ing of tho mountain ; immediately a sheet of
flames, lighting up a column of dense black smoke,
spouted forth from tho centre, accompanied with a
fearful hissing, and an explosion like the heaviest
tl.ui.Uor ; a huge mass of stones were hurled in tho
air, with a violent shaking of the mountain ; myfeet were thrown from under mo, and I was precipi¬
tated over tho craggcd mass into a chasm, with a

quantity of loose lava after mo, together with the
hot stones thrown out by tho eruption falling around.

I fancied that the whole top of tho mountain was
tumbling upon me, and that I was about to be
ushered into the presence ol' Pluto forging tho thun¬
derbolts of Jupiter, ns I conld distinctly hear the
three headed monster, Cerberus, (guarding tho
cntrar.ee thereunto), growling fearfully at my ap¬
proach. 1 soon arrived at a stopping place, reco¬
vered my footing and my hat, which had gone on
before n<e, and although being severely scratched
and bruised by tho full, the way 1 descended would
have been a cuutionto pedestrians on b.inung moun¬
tains.

. .1 arrived safely at the placo where Mrs. A. and
Phillip were waiting anxiously for me, with a whole
head, but not so of my boots. You cannot get a
native to ascend; they are very superstitious about
it. considering it the libodo and assembling place of
evil spirits; but 1 should call it the head quarters of
the '* king of evil spirits." It is impossible toaseend
higher than I did, and I was informed it had never
boen dene (save once by an Englishman) to tho height

1 attained. 1 could light a segar from tho bed of
lava at my feet. I think Mrs A. is tho first lady
who ha? made the attempt to ascend it Visiters
generally ascend tho mountain behind tho volcano,
which, Icing higher, affords a view of the interior
of tho crater. 1 became perfectly satisfied in ascend¬
ing the mountain itself Although the ascent af¬
fords asceno of magnificence, grandeur, and dusola-

. tion beyond desciiption, 1 would not adviso on at¬
tempt, as it is both dangerous from falling stones
and avalanches from the top.
Upon the mountain, back of the volcano, there is

a native settlement, containing from 201) to ".DO
buildings, or huts, and a large fresh water lake,
with quantities offish. The natives r;uso cabbages,
potatoes, fie . which tlicy bring down and exchango
tor fruit and other products of the valley, it boingjteo cold thoie for fruit. After vesting, we passedthrough the woods, mounted our horses, and, in dc-
.ti i.dii g. pel formed some feats of skill in horseman¬
ship, in the iutricnto windings, turnings, and JoJg-
ings among rocks, root.', and trees, as well as preci¬pitous descents over sharp, craggod, perpendicularrocks,that would have cagttbo celebrated featofden.
Putnam in tlie shade. At five P. M. we arrived at.
Izalco, and being nearly worn out with fatigue, I
threw injtell into a hammock.
After eating, contrary to the earnest porsuaMonof the ladies of tho house for us to rein 'in, wo

mounted our horses, and in company with our host¬
ess, set oil', aud after dark arrived at our quartersin Zonzonatu. The following morning wo walked
through the city. It is situated upon the bank of
the Itio (hnnde; is well watered by a number of
ai l ings, ai d occupy ing high giound, is quite free of
filth It is regularly laid out, with good streets,
which ore pavt d The bailing, are one story adobe,

i with several lntgc private residences. 1 ho buildings
nro whitewashed, aud the s'reets are clean, it eon-
tiiina ti.()(:0 inhabitants, 'i here are eight churches,
three of which are in ruins. It contains a p'az'i.,
with the inins of a large etone church at its head;| this church, with otio other of tho same sizo, was
built less tban a hundred years ago. and belongs to
the fiiars of St. Francisco. They had unroofedtlicin, and were about to repair them with a new
ro f. ornaments, &e , v\bcn the revolution broke out,
»nd the funds aud ornaments of value belonging to
the church were seized by Morazan, and devoted to
the use of the government.the friar.! being driven
out of the State, and now reside in Uuotamala.
Th< y do i .ot return, fearing other revolutions, when
they might again be driven out. Tho churches are
going to ruin fast; but the property belongs to them

Ions after dark arrived at Aoajutla, where we re-
mawed until the 26th of December, whea we heieted
sail, and with a gentle breese stood oat apoa the
waters of the Pacific, en route to the Soeiety Islands.
We wero much pleased with our visit to Central
America, and found the people generally friendlyand hospitable.
While at Acajutla, I became acquainted with

young Moraran, son of the revolutionist and Presi¬
dent, with whom 1 was much pleased, finding him
intelligent end active, but, as I teamed, not popular,in consequence of his father's acts.
The officers of the port seemed desirsus to please,

a fid exerted themselves to make our stay pleasant
and agn*eable. The people throughout tne country
are unanimous in their desiro for the protection of
the United States, nnd look forward to that titne
with faith. Ourgovernment and people are exeood-
ingly popular here, while an almost unanimous dis¬
like seems to be manifested towards the tinglish.

Moving in the same
circles us Mr. Barney, ho had no right to insult that
gentleman, and then deny him either an apology or

satisfaction. If be was not prepared to do so ho
should have avoided the necessity, and not shioldcd
himself behind .his diplomatic cloak.

It is stated on sufficient authority, that M. Sar
tigos declares if Mr. Barney attacks him he will
shoot him down. Ofoourse, Mr. Barney novor contem¬
plated attacking him in any other way than at a
distance of ten paces, whore there was to bo no mo¬

nopoly of the shooting, as it would bo equallydivided.
As for Mr. Barney, his character as a quiot and

courteous gentleman, is well known; and nothiug
but rudeness and insult could have provoked him to
the correction of M. Sartiges' manners.

1 claim your attention in representing
tlic degraded character of your miidster to these United
States.
For twenty-seven years 1 have enjoyed the privilege of

an acquaintance with the diplomatic corps in Washing¬
ton, and I bear willing testimony to the amenity, cour¬
tesy. propriety, dignity, and polite civility of all.com¬
manding the respect, esteem, and confidence of the polish¬
ed society of Washington. Mons. Sartiges presents the
Military exception : shunned and avoided as a low. rude
vulgarian ; impertinent and insulting to ladies ; univer¬
sally despised. In proof of which I present the following
array of facts, the truthfulness of which 1 aver of my own
knowledge .
